Oil waste line 
spilling on beach 


A blocked waste water line of Union 
Oil Company has temporarily put a por­ 
tion of Surf beach out of practical use 
except for the daring youngster and the 
curious adult. 
Clouds of sulphuric steam rise from 
the immediate vicinity of the area where 
a 24 inch pipe has been exposed, flow­ 
ing hot waste water into a man-made 
ditch for dumping into the ocean. 
Kenneth Stratke, district manager of 
Union Oil Company of Orcutt, stated 
that the problem is a result of last 
January and February floods. 
“ Our pond in front of NASA head­ 
quarters was inundated and covered with 
debris,” he explainted. 
"When we 
cleaned the area to put the line in 
service, some materials went down the 
line and blocked the outfall into the 
ocean. It appears to be hopelessly block­ 
ed at the end of the line which extends 
into the surf.” 
Stratke explained that the water con­ 
tent, 
containing 
sulphur being dis­ 
charged presently on the beach into the 
man-made ditch is within the limits of 
the State Water Pollution Control Board. 
The water is almost hot at discharge 


and does appear to have an oily ap­ 
pearance. However, Stratke stated that 
the water is treated prior to discharge 
and contains no solubles. 
Mike O’Malley, ranger at Ocean Park, 
stated that the fumes drift toward the 
park and that, in his opinion, the tides 
take the discharge back into the Lagoon 
area. 
Stratke did not comment on this. 
Crews have been working attempting 
to dislodge the block for the past month 
to no avail. Stratke stated that a spec­ 
ialized firm was up from Los Angeles 
Monday with a giant roto-rooter and 
also failed to unblock the line. He 
said that high-pressure water has also 
been employed with no success. 
‘"We will now wait until Tuesday 
or Wednesday of next week when we 
have a very low tide and enter the surf 
and saw off the end of the line where 
we are certain it is blocked,” Stratke 
said. 
Asked why the company did not con­ 
struct a by-pass over the sand rather 
than allow the discharge on the beach, 
Stratke said that there would be no 
way to anchor the line.

SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI) - 
The space agency will delay its first 
space station launch a year, until 1972.

House committee 
works on reform 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The House Ways 
and Means Committee is speeding to as­ 
semble a sweeping tax reform that could 
trigger quick congressional approval of 
President Nixon's income tax surcharge 
extension. 
For the second day in a row Tuesday, 
the committee approved major reforms 
zeroing in on, for the most part, oil 
companies. 
Nixon's surcharge, the only legislative 
weapon he has sought in his battle to 
stop inflation, passed the House late 
last month. But the bill has been hung 
up in the Senate because Democratic 
Leaders Mike Mansfield and Edward M. 
Kennedy say they will not permit it to 
come to a vote until a tax reform 
measure also is ready. 
Monday, the Ways and Means Commit 
tee voted to cut the oil industry's de­ 
pletion allowance from 27‘/2 per cent ot 
20 per cent. This would raise almost 
$400 million a year in revenue. 
Tuesday, the committee tentatively 
approved reforms that could add nearly 
$2 billion annually in federal revenue.

Emergency meet

The Organization of American States 
(OAS) today called an emergency weekend 
meeting to decide what to do about El 
Salvador’s refusal to pull back from 
land seized from Honduras in the Cen- 
tral American nations’ border war. 
An OAS source said the organization 
was expected to invoke diplomatic and 
perhaps economic sanctions. 


County officials took steps Tuesday 
to bring together reports by next spring 
that will provide not only guidelines for 
a full water program for the county in 
years to come, but also for flood con­ 
trol in the long stretch of Santa Ynez 
River from Cachuma Reservoir to the 
sea. 
Under a "timetable" which appeared 
to win county endorsement, the U.S. 
Bureau of Reclamation will make a stu­ 
dy of various alternatives for flood con­ 
trol on the river should the Lompoc P ro 
ject get support in Washington for fend­ 
ing purposes, or fail to win support. 
The alternatives include: 
—Levees 
downriver 
from Cachuma 
Reservoir to Lompoc Reservoir to pro 
tect the Solvang, Buellton and Lompoc 
area and low - lying farmlands in be­ 


tween. The levee system could be con- 
sidered for the stretch from Lompoc 
toward the ocean as well. 
-A multi-purpose project or a storage 
reservoir at Hot Springs Reservoir site 
above Lake Cachuma. 
—Construction of a higher dam at Lake 
Cachuma thus increasing the water stor­ 
age there A water pipeline could extend 
from Lake Cachuma to supply the Lom­ 
poc area, utilizing a smaller Lompoc 
reservoir. 
-Reservoirs at the Hot Springs site 
and the Salsipuedes site — the latter 
on the lower river — in lieu of the 
Lompoc Project. 


—Modifications of the above including 
piping from Hot Springs Dam anddivert- 
ing water to South Coast area instead 


of Lompoc Valley, meanwhile increasing 
Lompoc Valley allotment proportionate­ 
ly from the State Project. 
"These are some of the plans we 
feel might have m erit," said F. G. 
(Phil) Macias, of Santa Barbara, branch 
chief of the Bureau of Reclamation. 
The enlargement of the Lake Ca- 
chuma area could be included, Macias 
felt, after it was suggested by Super­ 
visor Curtis Tunnell, County Water Ag­ 
ency chairman. 
Cachuma Project chief engineers have 
shown an aversion to enlarging LakeCa- 
chuma, said Macias, but might reconsicW 
er. The problem here is that a higher 
dam project could not be carried out 
without draining the lake, with no pros- 
pect when it would be filled again. 
Board of Supervisors chairman Frarv 


cis H. Beattie said he felt the desa> 
Unation program should be considered 
in conjunction with such Bureau studies, 
and Macias agreed. There has been talk 
of such a plant in Santa Barbara Chan- 
nel area, and Southern California Edison 
Co., according to reports has given some 
consideration to a desalination project 
along with a proposed nuclear station 
near Pt, Conception. 


Congressional action on the Lompoc 
Project isn’t seen until next spring at 
the earliest. The County Water Agency 
has postponed a decision on officially 
backing it and providing financial sup­ 
port 
until next year when Water Cot* 
sultant Robert Edmonston is due to come 
up with a report showing fell county 
State Water Project needs. 
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Americans gear for return 
of Apollo II astronauts 


SPACE CENTER, Houston, (UPI)— 
Apollo ll’s astronauts slept until noon 
today while their spacecraft sped ac­ 
ross the halfway point in time on its 
60-hour return from the conquest of 
the moon. 
American geared up for a massive 
celebration for the men who planted 
Old Glory in the Sea of Tranquility. 
Far below, the USS Hornet steamed 
toward its recovery position in the South 
Pacific 1,100 miles southwest of Honolu­ 
lu. Weather forecasters predicted "ac­ 
ceptable” 4 foot seas and 10-to-15 knot 
winds for splashdown at 12:49 p.m. EDT 
Thursday. 
Neil A. Armstrong, Edwin E. Aldrin 
Jr. and Michael Collins, in obvious good 
health and high good humor, slept more 
than 10 hours and awoke at 12:25 p.m. 
EDT. 
They were 131,268 miles from earth, 
heading home at 3,653 mph. 
Their homeward course was so ac­ 
curate that a midcourse correction op­ 
portunity at 1:32 p.m. was not needed. 
"Performance of all systems continues 
to be normal,” a spokesman said. 
President Nixon will head the wel­ 
coming committee on the Hornet — a 
welcome which the astronauts will have 
to watch from behind the windows of a 
trailer van on the deck where they 
will be sealed away shortly after splash­ 
down. They must remain in quarantine 
for 18 days to make 
sure they have 
not brought any deadly germs from 
the moon. After a two-day voyage to 
Honolulu, the crewmen will be flown 
to Houston to enter a $11 million quar­ 
antine lab. 
All over the United States, commit­ 
tees large and small were planning 
celebrations. 
San Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto 
asked that every bell, siren and whistle 
in his city be sounded for five minutes. 
Armstrong’s home town of Wapokon»* 
ta, Ohio, planned the biggest bash in 
its history. 
Ticker tape parades were scheduled 
after astronauts get out of quarantine 
in New York, Chicago, Los Angeles, 
San Francisco and Houston. 
Apollo 11 crossed the midway point 
in time on the homeward journey at 
6:48 a.m. EDT and was to pass the half­ 
way point in distance at 3:56 p.m. EDT. 
The spacecraft was accelerating in 
the grip of earth’s gravity. It will be 
going 24,000 miles an hour when it 
plows into earth’s atmosphere Thurs­ 
day about 75 miles over Australia. 
Armstrong Tuesday night summed up 
the feelings of three men who had 
turned a corner in history for the 
human race but were glad to be home­ 
ward bound. 
"No matter where you travel, it’s 
always nice to get home,” he said.

August by Auditor A.T. Eaves Jr would 
be fruitful and conceivably could help 
the tax rate situation. 
The supervisors are expected to wait 
until Aug. 25 to set the new tax rate. 


They have until Sept. 1 to do so, but 
that date is Labor Day, a holiday. Their 
meeting closest to that date is Aug. 25. 


Johnson revealed that he has already 
raised the sights on Eaves' cash car­ 
ryover position from $1.4 million to $2. 
million. He also said today he hopes for 
increased revenue from a number of 
departments, including the expanded pt> 
troelum engineer’s office where fees are 
being raised. 


The supervisors were also told Tues»> 


day by Park Director George H. Adams 
that about $65,000 a year additional in 
Lake Cachuma overnight camping fees is 
expected starting Jan. 1, 1970. when the 
rate is to be increased from $1.50 to 
$2 per night.

ABM foes 
change proposal

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Foes of Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s antiballistic missile (ABM) 
plan unveiled a revised proposal today to 
head off what they called a "prema­ 
ture political commitment" to the ABM 
this year. 
Sens. Philip A. Hart, DbMich., and John 
Sherman Cooper, R»Ky„ rewrote their 
anti-ABM amendment to the $20 billion 
military procurement bill, but stressed 
it was in no sense a compromise or a 
substantive change. 
The new wording reads:"Funds au­ 
thorized by this act or any other act 
for acquisition of an ABM may be used 
only for research, development, testing, 
evaluation and normal procurement ir* 
cident thereto, and may not be used for 
the deployment at any proposed ABM site 
of an ABM system or any part or com­ 
ponent thereof or for the acquisition of 
any site or the deployment of any such 
system.’’

SAN 
FRANCISCO (UPI) — President 
Nixon arrived in California early to­ 
day on his 11-day round-the-world jour­ 
ney, 
carrying with him the same mes­ 
sage of peace America’s astronauts left 
on the moon. 
The Nixon party’s Air Force jet touch­ 
ed down at San Francisco International 
Airport at 12:20 a.m. PDT. It will set 
out across the Pacific early this after­ 
noon. 
As 
the 
President 
left Washington 
Tuesday night, Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew said: 
"The message of the olive branch left 
on the moon by astronauts Armstrong 
and Aldrin will be carried by the Pres­ 
ident in his personal effort to find the 
road to peace, progress and human un- 


derstanding for all mankind.” 
"We wish him 
God speed, success 
and a safe return.” 


Nixon left Washington in a monsoon- 
type rainstorm which forced him to 
drive to Andrews Air Force Base in 
nearby Maryland instead of taking the 
presidential helicopter. But the storm 
allowed him to leave an hour earlier 
than scheduled because it forced can­ 
cellation of the All-Star baseball game 
which he had planned to attend. 
Nixon will fly to Johnston island which 
will be used as a shuttle base for his 
visit to the USS Hornet. He plans to be 
on the Hornet to chat with the returning 
moon astronauts in their isolated quar­ 
ters.

Saturday when a car Kennedy was driv­ 
ing swerved off a small wooden bridge, 
overturning and landed in eight feet of 
water. Miss Mary Jo Kopechne, 28, 
drowned. 
Under Massachusetts law, a driver’s 
license is suspended immediately after 
a motorist is involved in a fatal ac­ 
cident.

bills

including one banning the use 
of DDT in California by 1972. 
Another measure would give 
the 
State 
Department 
of 
Agriculture more flexibility in 
controling pesticides. 


The 
Assembly 
also had 
another bill, passed Monday by 
the Senate, which would require 
manufacturers to let the public 
know how much pesticides they 
sell. 
The three bills represent the 
Legislature’s major effort this 
session in controlling pesti­ 
cides. 
All have been passed by a 
suddenly urban-minded Senate, 
which before 1966 reapportion-

San Francisco Bay 
struggled to the Senate floor 
today after being approved by 
the Senate Finance Committee. 
But the author said he was 
“ bitterly 
disappointed” with 
amendments that “ in a sense, 
emasculate it.” 
The measure extends the life 
of 
the. San Francisco 
Bay 
C(mservation and Development 
Commissicm, which since 1965 
has regulated indiscriminate 
filling of the 400 square mile 
body of water. 
The committee Tuesday night 
amended out of the bill a 
provision which also would have 
extended the agency’s jurisdic­ 
tion to a 100-foot-wide strip 
arouiKl 
the 
bay’s 
276-mile 
shoreline. 
It retained another provision 
eagerly sought by conservation­ 
ists, however, 
to give the 
commission control over the 
bay’s marshlands and 50,000 
acres of salt ponds. 
“ The 
battle isn’t over,” 
vowed Assemblyman John T. 
Knox, D-Richmond, after the 
hearing. “ Any bill to become 
law has to be passed by both 
houses.” 
Knox is the bill’s official 
author. It actually was written 
by him and three Senators— 
Richard J. Dolwig, R-Atherton, 
Nicholas C. Petrls, D-Qakland, 
and 
Milton 
Marks, 
R-San 
Francisco. They each started 
out with separate bills months 
ago, but last week got together 
on a compromise. 
TTie bill, which along with 
DDT has provided the Legisla­ 
ture with its major conserva­ 
tion issues of the session, had 
been hung up for weeks in the 
Finance Committee.

specifically on the Nejedly bill,

“ scientific” reports on pesti­ 
cides with ‘completely opposite 
viewpoints.” 
"The trouble is,” he said, “ to 
maintain our agriculture econo­ 
my we know the dependence we 
have on pesticides and we are 
not as sure there are some of 
these substitutes or potential 
substitutes that at the moment 
would be relied upon in the 
place of DDT...they might turn 
out to be potentially more 
harmful.” 
California is the nation’s 
leading agriculture state. And 
farms 
use 
most 
of 
the 
pesticides. 
Under 
the 
Nejedly legis­ 
lation, Dec. 31, 1971 would be 
the cutoff date for use of DDT. 
But if "no other appropriate 
substitute” 
were found*, the 
state agriculture director could 
delay the cutoff a year. There 
would be exceptions for “ public 
health emergencies” and re­ 
search. 
The second anti-pesticide bill 
by Sen. Anthony Beilenson, D- 
Beverly Hills, was passed 22-2. 
Beilenson said his Intention 
was “ not to outlaw any specific 
pesticides, . but to establish 
standards by which all pesti­ 
cides should be judged.” 
"If a pesticide is going to 
cause serious adverse effect,” 
he told the Senate, "you don’t 
want it to be used.” 
Beilenson also authored the 
bill passed Monday.

Lompoc City Administrative 
Officer 
Gene 
Wahlers 
said 
Tuesday he did not fully agree 
with belief held in some county 
circles that a large backlog of 
approved U.S. Bureau of Rec­ 
lamation projects might holdup 
the Lompoc Project for years 
to come. 
"I feel we have a number of 
plus situations going for us," 
he told the Santa Barbara gath­ 
ering. "These include Vanden- 
berg Air Force Base and the 
need for flood control on the 
reservation." 
South Vandenberg area was 
inundated 
during the 
major 
storms and Santa Ynez River 
flooding last January and Feb. 
ruary, 
with facilities flooded 
and bridge connections knocked 
out. 
F.G. (Phil) Macias, Bureau of 
Reclamation branch chief for 
this area, said that project 
spending by the Bureau was 
"cut 
back 
drastically this 
year" in view of the backlog. 
He said top Bureau officials 
were hopeful that more funds 
would be allotted to stymied and 
presently considered projects 
when the Vietnam War was halt­ 
ed or curtailed. 
Virgil Phelps, of Lompoc, a 
Santa Ynez River Water Conser­ 
vation District director, pointed 
out that County Water Consul­ 
tant Robert Edmonston’s report 
on State Project water was a 
tie-in on the county problem. 
In regard to the need for 
county officials and the Bureau 
to gear their programs to im­ 
pending developments, Super­ 
visor Francis H. Beattie, Lom­ 
poc, pointed to Sen. Murphy’s 
bill before Congress authoriz­ 
ing a study of a desalinzation 
plant in the Santa Barbara Chan­ 
nel area. 
Thomas Stetson, engineer for 
the Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District, 
asked 
Macias 
about possibility 
of 
levees 
from 
Lompoc dowrv 
stream. 
Macias said "that, too, is a 
possibility, but levees all the 
way down from Cachuma would 
be pretty expensive." 
Macias felt the Lompoc Pro­ 
ject final report would not be 
transmitted to Congress before 


his report on alternatives would 
be completed. 
Andrew 
T. Petersen, 
of 
Santa Ynez, a director of the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conser­ 
vation District, said the dis­ 
trict would respond as soon as 
possible to Macias’ plan of 
drawing up alternatives 
for 
study. 
County Water Agency chair­ 
man Curtis Tunnell said he felt 
any program "would have to be 
saleable to Congress." 
"It seems to me the Lompoc 
Project as it stands now has a 
slim chance in Washington,"he 
added. "That is, unless Vanderv 
berg Air Force Base takes an 
aggressive attitude and the Do- 
partment of the Defense gets 
into the act."

If 
the molesting does not stop, the molest­ 
ed can file charges with the county at­ 
torney. 
If the molested person feels there is 
any danger when he goes to serve notice 
on the molester, he should take a police­ 
man or sheriff with him to protect him 
and his witnesses.

Like to Eat ‘Walking Beans’? 
Taking up space

few families 
which still grow and use 
their own vegetables. The 
rest of us m ust rush to the 
superm arket in tim e to se­ 
lect the best in fresh items 
from the produce section. 
A recent dinner where the

For­ 
tunately, shipping techniques 
spread vegetables such as 
pole 
beans 
into 
northern 
states from their southern 
fields. 
According to a farm er who 
raises his crop, he says, 
within shouting distance of 
the Miami International Air­ 
port, pole beans were known 
by the Indians. The Indians 
called them “ beans walk­ 
ing” because the big snap 
beans need a pole to support 
the vines. Bush beans the 
Indians called “ beans-not- 
walking.” 
As a southern dish, pole 
beans usually are cooked an 
hour or longer. As an Italian 
favorite they are undercook­ 
ed so they’re crisply tender, 
or “ al dente.”

POLLY’S POINTERS 


Stains on Oak Floors 


Are Tricky to Remove 


By POLLY CRAMER 


DEAR POLLY—Concerning Jean’s problem of black 
spots on oak floors, I would like to suggest either a satu­ 
rated solution of oxalic acid (POISON) or household bleach 
be tried for removing these stains. Apply either solution 
to the spots repeatedly. After the stain has disappeared, 
simply wash the area with warm water, allow to dry, sand 
if needed, shellac or varnish like the rest of the floor, then 
wax. If old wax or varnish is over the stain, you would, of 
course, remove it to the bare wood before applying either 
of the solutions.—HAROLD 


DEAR JEAN and others—The open grain of oak often 
allows a stain to penetrate all the way through the board. 
When it goes too deep, the black would be at the bottom as 
well as on the top and the board would best be replaced. 
Just sanding it will sometimes remove surface stains. 
In trying to remove the stains, the bleach or oxalic acid 
solution may seep down and the spots might well come out 
lighter than the floor, so this is tricky business. Also, oak 
changes color. Some professional floor refinishers do not 
attem pt this if bleaching is required, as the results are not 
that good and there is going to be a difference of color. 
Since m any floor boards have dark streaks in them , it 
would seem preferable to leave them alone and have a 
new dark finish put on the floors—POLLY

When 
the bag cannot be tucked under the base, 1 tie with string 
or elastic so the wind will not blow the bag off. Works

Deluge washes out appearance 
Nixon; game slated today 


Weather gives 
dim outlook 


HOUSTON (UPD-The Texas 
Football 
League 
apparently 
wants outsiders to begin to take 
the loop a little more seriously. 
The loop signed the most 
prolific runner in the history of 
the Southwest Conference T ues­ 
day and now is after the hottest 
unsigned property in football 
today-nam ely O J. Simpson.

Take about 80 per cent of that 
and you have $44,000 per game

Simpson said in Los Angeles.

Home run record holder 
Maris follows Cardinals 


NEW 
YORK 
(UPI)—Bright 
and early every morning, a guy 
makes sure Roger Maris is 
kept posted. 
Not about Reggie Jackson, 
but about Maris’ old club, the 
St. Louis Cardinals. 
Roger Maris is like a lot of 
people you know. He has to 
have his cup of coffee in the 
morning before he gets going. 
Baseball’s all-time home run 
king operates the Budweiser 
beer 
distributorship 
in 
the 
Gainesville-Ocala area now, and 
every morning without fail he 
has that cup of coffee in the 
place next door to his plant. 
By this time, the guy behind 
the counter knows how Maris 
likes it. Black. No cream, no 
sugar. And while the 34-year-old 
ex-outfiedler is drinking the 
coffee the guy who served it is 
likely to say to him: 
“ Well, our boys did it again 
last night.” 
“ Good for them,” Maris will 


answer, immediately recogniz­ 
ing the man is talking about the 
Cards. “ That’s nine out of the 
last 11 now, isn’t it?” 
The guy in the coffee shop 
never bothers keeping Maris 
informed about the New York 
Yankees, the club with which 
Rajah 
jolted 
his record 61 
homers in 1961, because he 
knows Marrs thinks of himself 
as an ex-Cardinal, not an ex- 
Yankee. 
“ They got a shot at it if they 
keep going the way they have 
been,” Maris said today from 
his private office in his plant. 
He 
was 
talking 
about 
the 
Cardinals. 
Did he miss being with them? 
“ Frankly, I haven’t had too 
much time,” he said. “ I’ve 
been too busy.” 
What about the beer busi­ 
ness? Did he like it? 
“ I love it,” he said. 
Maris makes his living now in 
a general area where there 
usually 
is more 
interest in 
horses 
than 
in 
home 
run 
hitters. That’s because there 
are many breeding farms in 
the Ocala vicinity. It also could 


be the reason Maris hasn’t been 
button-holed 
much 
for 
his 
impressions of Oakland’s Reg­ 
gie Jackson, who is running 
neek-and-neck with his record 
home 
run timetable and 20 
games ahead of Babe Ruth’s 
pace. 
“ I haven’t been followinghim 
too much but I know he must 
be a helluva hitter,” Maris 
said. “ I never played against 
him and 1 can’t ever remember 
seeing him unless maybe it was 
in an exhibition game. How do I 
feel 
about 
his 
chances 
of 
breaking my record? Let’s face 
it, you always want to keep 
your record. But if he does it, 
he does it. I’ve always said 
records are made to be broken 
and I still sav so.” 


Maris, of course, would be 
the last one to be surprised at 
all the attention Jackson is 
getting now with his 37 hotpe 
runs. 
Nobody 
is 
a 
better 
authority 
on 
that particular 
subject than the Gainesville- 
Ocala beer distributor. 
“ Playing the ball games isn’t 
the toughest part,” he said, the 
same 
way 
he did in 1961. 
“ Neither is hitting the home 
runs. , The 
toughe.-t part is 
before and after the games. All 
those questions.” 
And the closer Maris got to 
the record eight years ago, the 
tougher it became. 
“ If he gets that close,” Maris 
said referring to the 23-year-old 
Oakland fenee-buster, “ I would 
imagine he’ll feel all those 
outside pressures the same way 
I did.” 
Either way, Roger Maris is 
going to keep having that cup 
of coffee every morning.

THE PEACEFUL SUMMER

N EW YORK—(N E A )—H ave you noticed? H ere it is into 
Ju ly and N ew ark isn't on fire. D etroit is not raging. T here 
is no curfew in Los Angeles. And snipers a re n ’t operating 
in either Chicago or Cleveland. 
M ajor racial riots seem to be ebbing. 
It's far too early, and too presum ptu ou s, to m ak e any 
rigid jud gm en ts. But for the m om ent, anyw ay, the large 
cities a re unusually calm . 
Not so y estery ears. Since 1964 the cities have rum bled 
w ith alm ost routine grief. At least 190 critical d istu rbances 
have been recorded, m ore than 200 people have been killed 
and som e 8.200 have been injured. 
Now, suddenly, relative peace. 
Why? 
One reason is gaining credence throughout the nation. 
Law enforcem ent officers from W ashington to W atts insist 
they a re beginning to “ r e a c h ” the people in the streets. 
The reach ing is called “ police-com m unity re latio n s” in 
m ost cities. It is difficult, expensive, often frustrating . It 
is the process of com m unicating, m aking friends, opening 
doors and relieving frustrations. 
A fter 
vears of m isuse, 
it has com e 
into 
its own. 
E x a m p le s: 


LOS A N G E L E S. Police D ep artm en t spokesm an Sgt. C. 
L. Sm ith says the local com m un ity relations effort e m p h a ­ 
sizes kids: “ It’s a process of edu cation .” It includes o r­ 
ganization of everything from baseball to su m m e r cam p, 
visiting city schools (15 a d a y ), re c ru itm e n t of young 
“ police help ers” to assist in nonhazardous duty. This y e a r 
over 25.000 kids will be escorted to free sporting events. 
The p ro g ram is staffed and supervised (four to five m en) 
in each of the city 's 17 districts. “ The resu lts,” says Sgt. 
Sm ith, “ a re really encouraging. W e’re gaining real m utual 
re s p e c t.” 


ATLANTA. This force, one of the m ost progressive in 
the South, is, according to Capt. J. C. M cE ntire, w orking 
w ith a local poverty group (A tlanta E conom ic O pportunity) 
to “ stop trouble before it s ta r ts .” One cop is assigned to 
ea c h poverty c en te r to befriend the neighborhood people 
and act as their pipeline to authority. His job is to solve 
problem s. His door is alw ays open. Says M cE ntire: “ B e­ 
fore we sta rte d this, w hen a guy in a deprived neighbor­ 
hood got fru strated , he som etim es felt he had no other 
choice but to strike back. Now, we think, h e ’s got another 
cho ice.” 


C L E V E L A N D . 
Inspector Lewis Coffey says his c ity ’s 
police-com m unitv relations have been directed at “ the 
good, decent people.” He says a co-operative alliance has 


resulted. He adds that profits a re beginning to be felt in 
the a re a of increased public rese n tm e n t again st law b re a k ­ 
ers. “ W e’ve had an instance w here one lady actually 
ch ased after a robber (victim izing som ebody else) with a 
gun,” he noted. “ W e’ve had an instance w here a N egro 
m an died while com ing to the aid of a policem an. I ’m not 
saying everything is fine in Cleveland now, but I think the 
com m unity is responding.” 
BALTIMORE. Borrowing from an idea originated in St 
Louis, B altim ore policem en now operate “ sto refro nt” c o m ­ 
m unity relation centers. The cen ters a re staffed by visible, 
reach ab le cops who act as neighborhood liaisons. D e p a rt­ 
m ent spokesm an W illiam M orrissey says the idea is to do 
w hat can be done to relieve individual tensions, including, 
if n ecessary , job placem ent of neighborhood unem ployed 
(last y ear 3,000 jobs w ere found). F req u en tly , re p re se n ta ­ 
tives of m ost city offices (recreation, health d e p a rtm e n t, 
etc.) a re called in for m ore specific neighborhood problem 
solving. 
WASHINGTON. 
Police official W alter Gold says the 
capital police force w orks hand in hand with new s tr e a m ­ 
lined city m ethods of problem -reactions. As exam ple. Gold 
explains, it used to be that when a cop found a fam ily w ith­ 
out heat in its a p a rtm e n t, it would tak e weeks before 
b u re a u c ratic wheels could turn. Now the task can be fin­ 
ished in an evening. Says Gold: “ All city officials, includ­ 
ing principal police officers, are on call 24 hours a day. 
If a m a n in the street has a problem , he can, if necessary, 
reach alm o st anybody, quickly, through the officers in his 
own neighborhood.” 
NEW YORK. Deputy C om m issioner T h eresa M elchionne 
says that one glowing and unique com m unity relations p ro ­ 
g ram in the m etropolis is the “ police youth w eekend d ia ­ 
logue.” Ten officers in each of 35 precincts attend a w eek­ 
end c a m p session with 30 precinct youngsters. The kids 
and the cops a re a m ixed bag. Some of the kids are crooks, 
som e of the cops stodgy. “ The result is an odd-couple to­ 
g e th e rn e ss,” says C om m issioner Melchionne, “ but they 
play together, w ork together and talk together. Both sides 
learn th a t the other side is hum an. We think it’s a w onder­ 
ful p ro g ra m for every bod y.” 
E x u b e ra n c e for the renew ed activity in public affairs is 
not universal am on g police. M any officers actually scoff 
at the idea as, says one critic, “ trying to soft soap the 
niggers and sc u m .” 
Still, the p ro g ra m s a re spread in g and bloom ing across 
the land. And hundreds of thousands, p erh ap s millions, of 
h ands a re re ach in g in the effort. 
As one D etroit cop puts it: “ W e've got a good com m unity 
relations p ro g ram going, and so far the s u m m e r has been 
calm . I don’t know if th e re ’s any connection or not. M aybe 
there is. God, le t’s hope there is.”

This destructive power has 
c re a te d am ong m an y people 
in the m a jo r developed n a ­ 
tions a stron ger revulsion to 
all kinds of w a r than has 
been ap p aren t in the past 
T hese signs have been p a r ­ 
ticularly m a rk e d in Ja p an , 
the United States. Britain. 
F ra n c e and West G erm any. 
T h ere is som e reason to b e ­ 
lieve that this sam e revu l­

has

those ruled on the other side 
of the Iron Curtain. 
This nuclear destru ctiv e­ 
ness com bined with w ar r e ­ 
vulsion has created a new 
kind of unbalance:

cially difficult to bring their 
restrain in g power into ef­ 
fective play.

political backing they desire. 
This e n c o u r a g e s an in­ 
creased degree of small-na- 
tion political and m ilitary ir­ 
responsibility. The sm alf n a ­ 
tion knows that even when 
it acts quite irrationallv its 
sponsor m ay not dare cut off 
aid and other backing.

these m eans, sm all units of 
determ ined, violent men can 
produce very g reat effects 
indeed.

The fear of nuclear havoc 
is producing strong political 
strains.

These strains could lead 
the Soviet Union and the 
United States eventually to 
reach som e accom m odation 
on a rm s control.

‘Mr. 
Crites, 
sometime I want to meet 
that man up there.’ ” 
That’s the way it was, they 
say, so help ’em. 
Of course it wasn’t that 
way. Neil Armstrong, as a 
skinny, sometimes awkward, 
often shy, kid growing up 
here on the farm plains of 
Ohio, really didn’t t h i n k 
much more about the moon 
than anybody else. And local 
recollections about the ‘‘born 
spaceman” with the ‘‘burn­ 
ing desire" are, while good 
for sighs, not terribly ac­ 
curate. 


Those who r e m e m b e r 
Armstrong best say he was 
indeed unusual in a couple of 
ways—but there was little to 
hint in his childhood that he 
would one day be the stuff of 
legends. 


A former chum, cabinet 
maker Jerre Maxson, says. 
" I suppose you could say we 
grew up together. But I don’t 
want anybody to think we 
were befit friends. All of a 
sudden, everybody in town 
seems to be Neil’s bosom 
b u d d y . 
Actually. 
I don’t 
think he had any bosom bud­ 
dies. He was just a cpiiet, 
nice kid who kept a lot to 
himself. 


"The thing 
1 
remember 
best about him was nothing 
to do with space. We played 
music together in a funny 
little German brass combo 
called the Mississippi Mud- 
cats. Neil was very good on 
a baritone horn, you know. 
He could play a little piano, 
too. Anyway,* we got a lot of 
laughs out of it. 
"1 
remember the o n l y 
money we ever made in that 
combo was $5 apiece for two 
nights' work at the I ’niopolis 
Institute. 
It's 
an 
annual 
social event and we played 
at 
the 
intermissions. 
I'll 
never forget it. We wound 
the whole thing up drinking 
beer—the first we’d tasted. 


Maxson 
remembers 
this 
episode in Armstrong’s youth 
with especial emphasis. Be­ 
cause, as many agree, such 
A r m s t ro n g extravagances 
were rare. 


He was not outward but 
inward. He did not partici­ 
pate 
in 
any 
but catch-on 
athle‘ics <he preferred play­ 
ing in the school band), lie 
did net hang around with 
friendship cliques. He was 
moderate in most things— 
dress, sp e e c h and actions. 
" I don’t think Neil even 
dated very much.” says an­ 
other school pal, florist Dud­ 
ley Schuler. “ Oh. we went 
out on doubles once in a- 
while, but he was not a great

Undoubtedly, 
Neil 
Arm ­ 
strong’s early affection for 
aviation is what leads some 
people in his birthplace to 
remember him as something 
he wasn't—extraordinary. 


He grew up quietly, he 
made few waves, he was 
mostly average. 
"N eil." says his old study 
hall teacher, Victor Blanke, 
"was just a nice, well-man­ 
nered, normal kid: that’s all. 
Like millions of others just 
like 
him. 
And 
isn’t 
this 


what’s .eally extraordinary? 
That here a nice, normal kid 
from nowhere is the first 
man on the moon. I ’m proud 
of that simple fact—and I 
think 
history 
s h o u l d 
be 
proud of it, too."

The owner was preparing 
a prescription. He dropped 
some capsules in a bottle, 
capped it and licked on a 
label. Then he looked up. 


“ Who," he asked, "is Ed ­ 
win Aldrin?” 
It may have been a fair 


r e s p o n s e . Although astro­ 
naut Aldrin is now one of the 
most discussed men in (or 
rather out of) the world, and 
although this is the town of 
his birth, his name is not a 
household word—not e v e n 
here. 
M o n t c l a i r is a discon­ 


nected. h i g h l y transient, 
commuter community fo r 
New York City. Though Al­ 
drin spent 18 years of his 
youth here, few are around 
who remember. 


This isn’t to say the town 
ignores the spaceman. Offi­ 


cially it recognizes him as 
its favorite son. Radio and 
newspapers refer to him as 
“our Ed Aldrin.” L o c a l 


c h u r c h e s pray for * this 
moon explorer who is of our 
stock.” 
He 
is continually 
being invited to revisit "your 


proud home town." But still, 
the guy on the street can re­ 
late little community kin­ 
ship. 
"He lived here, let’s see, 
over 20 years ago." says 
police Sgt. George Gilruth. 
"The town's c o m p l e t e l y 


changed since then I went to 
high school with Aldrin my­ 
self—but even I can’t say I 
r e m e m b e r 
much 
about 
him.” 
There are, naturally, some 
few who do remember the 
astronaut They are. for the 
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most part, his old school 
peers. 
For instance, Mike F*anza, 
now a fireman: 
VVe used to c all him Buzz. 
I guess they still do. Any­ 
way, the thing about him 
was he was a good athlete. 
He was a year ahead of me 
on the football team. He 
played center and I was left 
guard. We did a lot of pull­ 
ing out and trapping in those 
days and so we worked to­ 
gether. 
“ We had a good team. You 
know we always have good 
football here, but 1947 may 
have been the best. State 
champions. And Buzz must 
be given credit for part of it. 
He worked like mad. Never 
ga\o up an inch. When they

Panza says that Aldrin 
was a "sports nut." Never

Rita Hogan, now retired, 
taught him in the fifth grade 
and says 
"He was not an 
outstanding student in those 
days- but very few are that 
young.” 
Lyla McLaren, who had 
him in high school history, 
adds: "He r e a l l y began 
concentrating on schoolwork 
when 1 had him. I gave him 
an A and as 1 remember he 
was only one of three in that 
class to earn it 
Pals of the time agree that 
the astronaut w a s definitely 
a thinker. Some say he was 
so bright it was difficult to 
keep up with him in serious 
conversation. 
Nobody, though, r e c a l l s 
him as the traditional egg­ 
head 
"Yes. he was very smart," 
says Alan Dumont. Jr.. a 
local management consult­ 
ant. "but he was never a 
boor, or anything like that.

around with his head m the

He was bright, de­ 
termined, hard working

still a regular Joe. He was 
all-American in many ways,

There are many people in

Fabulously Rich, Fantastically Poor 
To Land Engineer's Job

The number of job open­ 
ings 
for 
locomotive 
engi­ 
neers during the next decade 
will be limited. Virtually all 
openings during the early 
1970s will arise due to the 
need to fill positions left 
vacant by engineers who re­ 
tire or die (most workers 
are in the older age groups). 
The positions that do open 
will be 
filled by 
firemen 
(helpers) who are promoted 
or by firemen whose jobs as 
engineers were terminated 
during recent years because 
of c u t b a c k s in railroad 
services. 
The number of engineers 
employed by railroads has 
been declining for some time 
because of the decrease in 
railroad 
business 
and 
in­ 
creasing multiple-unit opera­ 
tion of diesel locomotives. 
Introduction of technological 
innovations, such as the use 
of remotely and automatical­ 
ly controlied d e v i c e s for 
freight car classification and 
s i g n a l control, and other 
changes in equipment and 
o p e r a t i n g methods, also 
have been important factors 
in lower employment levels. 
Employment is expected 
to increase slightly in the 
e a r l y 1970s, however, as 
f r e i g h t traffic increases. 
Some 
additional engineers 
also may be needed for pas­ 
senger s e r v i c e as rapid 
mass transit rail systems 
are developed. 
The earnings of engineers 
depend on the class of loco­ 
motive o p e r a t e d and the 
kind of service in which the 
engineer is employed. The 
1969 
issue 
of 
the 
Labor 
Department’s 
Occupational 
Outlook Handbook s h o w s 
that engineers in yard serv­ 
ices for Class I line-haul 
railroads ( including e x t r a 
board men) earned, on the 
average, about $850 a month, 
while in road freight service 
engineers averaged $1,000 a 
month, and passenger serv­ 
ice engineers about $1,040 a 
month. 
For most railroad jobs, 
and particularly those on the 
trans, 
in 
the 
yards 
and 
around the stations, training 
is received on the job. The 
new employe l e a r n s by 
working and receiving in­ 
structions from experienced 
men. For some office and 


maintenance jobs, training 
may be o b t a i n e d in high 
schools and v o c a t i o n a l 
schools. Home study courses 
on railroading are available 
also. In addition, universities 
and technical schools offer 
courses in railway engineer­ 
ing, 
transportation, 
traffic 
management and other sub­ 
jects valuable to professional 
and technical workers. 
Elsewhere in the industry, 
future job opportunities for 
applicants probably will be 
most numerous in construc­ 
tion and maintenance work 
along the 
right-of-way, 
in 
operating jobs as brakemen 
and in office work. However, 
because of the seasonality of 
railroad work, the seniority 
s y s t e m under which new 
workers are furloughed first 
and recalled last, many new 
workers will have less than 
full-time employment during 
the first years on the job. 
Opportunities should also 
increase for industrial engi­ 
neers and methods analysts 
as railroads seek b e t t e r 
means of utilizing equipment 
and personnel. The increas­ 
ing use of electronic data- 
processing e q u i p m e n t to 
handle a wide range of rail­ 


road accounting and statisti­ 
cal activities will generate a 
grow ing d e m a n d for pro­ 
grammers and other trained 
specialists. As the railroads 
continue to e x p l o r e new 
ways to meet competition, 
opportunities will arise for 
specialists in industrial de­ 
velopment and marketing. 
A d d i t i o n a l information 
about locomotive engineers 
and about railroad occupa­ 
tions generally can be ob­ 
tained from railroad offices 
in your locality, and general 
information about the indus­ 
try is obtainable through the 
Assciation of American R ail­ 
roads. Transportation Build­ 
ing, Washington, D.C. 20006.

L I M A , P e r u — (N E A )—- 
Rafael Puga Estrada is one 
ol 
the wealthy Peruvians. 
And he lives like a wealthy 
Peruvian should. His hacien­ 
da is large and lovely, and 
there was a gay festival on 
the g r o u n d s—folk dancers 
from all over Peru, a small 
bullfight in his private bull 
ring, a host of servants pass­ 
ing endless platters of bar­ 
becued 
chicken 
and lamb 
and corn and endless bottles 
of beer and soft drinks. 


The only problem was the 
staring eyes of the starving 
c h i l d r e n who lived just 
across the road in the bar- 
riada 
built 
on 
a 
hillside. 
These are common around 
Lim a—instant slums, where 
millions of squatters live in 
unbelievable poverty. 


One of Puga’s v i s i t o r s 
gave a child a cookie, pass­ 
ing it over the fence. The 
child took it and carefully- 
divided it into four parts and 
doled three of them out to 
other children. 


Peru is like that, rich and 
poor at the most extreme 
ends of the rich-poor spec­ 
trum. The rich are fabulous­ 
ly rich, living on vast estates 
and enjoying every conceiv­ 
able luxury. The rich wives 
frequently fly up to Miam i— 
to shop for new clothes. 


But the poor are poor be­ 
yond belief. Drive through 
La Parada, Lim a’s market 
area, and the smells are sti­ 
fling and the sight of the 
milling throngs scrounging 
in the street is unforgettable. 


The barriadas, like those in 
other South American cities, 
are hillsides jammed with 
ramshackle huts where thou­ 
sands live without benefit of 
sanitation. 


“ .See that quaint l i t t l e 
door?” a P e r u v i a n said, 
pointing to a wooden door to 
what looked like a 
small 
apartment building in down­ 
town Lima. “ If you opened 
that door, you would find a 
narrow hallway, with about 
10 doors opening into it. In 
each of those 10 rooms lives 
a family, maybe eight or 10 
people. There is one toilet 
for 
the 
whole 
place, 
one 
drinking faucet.” 
Lim a’s p o p u l a t i o n has 
grown from about a half mil­ 


lion 20 years ago to an esti­ 
mated 2Vz m i l l i o n today. 
Mostly, 
these 
are 
Indians 
who have come down from 
the mountains in the north. 
The Lim a people like to con­ 
sole themselves w i t h the 
idea that these immigrants 
are better off than they were 
at home. It seems hard to 
believe. 


“ The biggest problem in 
Peru today.” said another 
Peruvian, “ is that there is a 
collision between the past 
and the present. We already 
have computers. We a l s o 
still have too much illiter­ 
acy. It is too much for the 
country to cope with.” 


One hope is that an in­ 
crease in tourism will help 
Peruvian economy. At the 
m o m e n t , more Peruvians 
v i s i t the United States— 
mostly those dress-shopping- 
in-Miami rich—th a n v i c e 
versa. This deficit tourism 


hurts, but a reverse could 
help. 
To get Americans to visit 
Peru will take some doing. 
The country is undeniably 
b e a u t i f u i—with seacoast, 
desert, mountains and even 
jungle—and has one of the 
Western Hemisphere’s most 
exciting p l a c e s in Machu 
Picchu, the lost Inca city 
near Cuzco. 
But at the moment there is 
little done to make this nat­ 
urally beautiful country a 
must on an American travel­ 
ler’s itinerary. The hotels 
are only so-so. The food is 
passable. There is always 
the possibility of a diarrhea 
attack from the water. 
One area of improvement 
is increased air travel, based 
on Braniff’s newly opened 
nonstop Los Angeles-to-Lima 
service. Braniff is also em­ 
barking 
on 
an 
ambitious 
hotel-building program, con­ 


centrating first on putting up 
a resort on the coast at 
Santa Maria del Mar. 
Before Peru can become a 
first-flight tourist attraction, 
however, 
much more will 
have to be done. One glaring 
problem is the difficulty in 
driving around South Ameri­ 
ca. Each country has rigid 
regulations. 
To drive from Peru south 
into Chile, for example, is a 
m a j o r red-tape excursion. 
Peru requires a letter from 
a bank, saying that you will 
return with the car. They 
also d e m a n d a bond of 
double the value of the car. 


Then there is a border pass 
and several other documents 
to obtain. That’s just to leave 
Peru—to get into Chile takes 
more forms. 
Peruvian auto insurance is 
no good in Chile. Yet you 
can’t buy Chilean auto insur­ 
ance in Peru. 
Admittedly, it will take a 
lot of money before Peru’s 
poverty can be alleviated. 
But there is no indication 
that anything is being done 
about it internally. The one 
b e s t hope, apparently, is 
from tourism.

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Each week for the past several 
hundred weeks the Defense Departm ent has distributed a 
sparse, mimeographed accounting of the American casual­ 
ties in the Vietnam war. 
The accounting is impersonal: 
‘The following significant statistics of military activity 
in the Republic of Vietnam for the week ending (any since 
the sum m er of 1965) were released to the news media at 
1630 hours on this date.” 
Then the figures follow. Two hundred to 400 dead as a 
result of hostile action. One thousund to 1.500 wounded in 
action. A dozen or so m issing. P erhaps a few known cap­ 
tured. And on down the line. 
As far as they go, the figures are revealing. To some 
extent they indicate field trends, troop morale and enemy 
intentions. They also reveal successes and failures of tac­ 
tics on both sides of the lines. 
But what the numbers do not reveal are unquestionably 
the most im portant ‘‘significant statistics” of any military 
activity: who ditd and who are wounded. 
The “ who” statistics, however, are compiled. And mili­ 
tary agencies have kept some tabulations of the more p er­ 
sonalized areas of casualty counting. 
The “ personalized” facts are these: 
To date, m ore than 36,000 m en have been killed in Viet­ 
nam (above the Korean w ar total) and nearly 240.000 
wounded (above the WW I total). In general, the m ajority 
of these m en have been between the ages of 19 and 25, resi­ 
dents of larger states, m em bers of ground forces, soldiers 
for less than two years, earning salaries of between $200 
and $400 a month and victimized by either rifle shot or 
explosive fragm entations.

Military people say that, because of new recording proce­ 
dures (they are counting all casualties, not just those hos­ 
pitalized) and new machinery, the statistical branch is just 
beginning to catch up with the over all view. 
The latest w ar death breakdown is still a bit behind time. 
It covers cumulative com bat fatalities through March of 
this year and does not include this spring’s 2.000 deaths. 
Despite this, Pentagon men feel the latest death breakdown 
is an accurate view of the entire war.

Despite the unkind view of us held in some foreign quarters, 
the mantle of imperialism does not rest comfortably on Ameri­ 
can shoulders. 
We have, of course, had our fling with Manifest Destiny. But 
since rounding out the continental boundaries, interest in ter­ 
ritorial expansion has been slight and sporadic. The last U. S. 
possession was acquired in 1917, with the purchase of the Vir­ 
gin Islands from Denmark. 
In the long run, it has not been in the American character 
to seek out bits of pieces of real estate, and subject peoples, 
around the globe. And it is just as well that we are not empire 
builders in the old style, judging from the experience of some 
peoples whose fate it has been to come under American rule 
without becoming Americans. 
Since 1947, the United States has goverened 
Micronesia, 
thousands of islands and islets sprawling across three- 
thousand miles of the Pacific with a total population of some 
100,000. We do not own the islands, seized from Japan in 
World War n. We administer them under a United Nations 
Trusteeship under which we obligated ourselves to “ foster 
development of such political institutions as are suited to the 
Trust Territory and pomote the development of the inhabi­ 
tants...” 
It is an obligation we have been singularly lax about fulfill­ 
ing, despite the importance we have attached to the islands. 
Used as stationary aircraft carriers, they enabled Japan to 
dominate the western Pacific through the first years of the 
war. We acquired them at an immense cost in blood, and with 
the determination that never again would they be controlled 
by a potentially hostile power. 
But once acquired, they were soon all but forgotten. Three 
government departments — State, Interior and Defense — have 
had often conflicting fingers in the indifferent and penny-pinch-

ing administration. 
Already primitive economices have stagnated. Schools and 
other services not only have not been developed but have been 
allowed to deteriorate. Islands with some of the highest rain­ 
fall measurements in the world suffer 
water shortages for 
lack of resevoirs. 
The situation has reached such a pass that many islanders 
look back to the good old days of Japanese rule. And the U.N. 
Trusteeship Council, 
which usually directs its muted thun­ 
der at such easy targets as South Africa’s apartheid admin­ 
istration of Southwest Africa, has begun to deliver polite but 
pointed reminders of America’s trusteeship obligations. 
If not the winds, at least a breeze of change may be about 
to sweep Micronesia, however. Perhaps fanned by discontent 
which is taking an increasingly political turn with island lead­ 
ers suggesting some form of self-government in association 
with the United States, or even full independence. 
Even in a world going mad with ministates, independence 
for the 100,000 Micronesians 
is unlikely. 
With redeploy­ 
ment of U.S. Pacific forces likely to follow withdrawal from 
Okinawa and, hopefully, the end of the Vietnam war, the Penta­ 
gon is again taking an interest in the islands. 
There are signs civilian Washington’s 
interest is also 
picking up. 
Interior Secretary Walter J. Hickel recently 
outlined U.S. intentions to shape up administration of the is­ 
lands, increasing the population participation. 
Whatever the final form, the islands certainly deserve a bet­ 
ter deal than they have so far received in two decades of Amer­ 
ican rule. 
We may have much to teach the rest of the world about eco­ 
nomic, political and social development of backward lands. But 
we also have much to learn about governing peoples whose 
welfare is already our direct responsibility. 


Nixon’s job 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Notwithstanding the flurry of Inter­ 
est over the Russians’ recent earth-or- 
bit space link-up, it was America’s dra* 
matic Apollo 8 flight to the moon which 
left Europeans gasping in admiration. 
Yet there is an unhappy side to this. 
A trained observer, familiar with 
Europe and just back from a visit, re­ 
ports that no event of the postwar era 
has so stunningly persuaded the Euro­ 
pean peoples who comprise the Western 
community that they are out of the main­ 
stream in the great leaping scientific 
revolution. 
Even as they marv­ 
el at what we have 
achieved, 
they are 
j 
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pained by the knowl­ 
edge that they them­ 
selves could not have 
done it. 
- 
Whatever varying 
judgments they may 
have as to the wis­ 
dom of space explor­ 
ation, they know that 
only a highly advanced technological so­ 
ciety can conduct it, that the other gi­ 
ant, the Soviet Union, is the only con­ 
ceivable 
competitor with 
the United 
States. 
Automatically, they are shaken into new 


awareness that they are to a large ex­ 
tent mere spectators In this age of rac­ 
ing science and technology. 
The psychological and hence political 
significance of this discovery, which can 
only be underscored by any further space 
triumphs we attain in 1969 and there­ 
after, has to be profound. 
Western Eruope, geographically an 
amazingly small part of the world sphere, 
has lived pridefully for many decades 
with the knowledge that from its tiny 
enclave of diverse peoples came the 
drive, the imagination, the skills that 
gave birth and full life to the modern 
world of great industry and expansive 
worldwide commerce. 
Though the shift away from Europe 
as the center began long before, it was 
the draining disaster of World War II 
that ended its dominance. 
In the generation since the war, the 
Western Europeans have had to accustom 
themselves, grudgingly, to secondary ec­ 
onomic and political status. The pain 
has been great and the resentment deep. 
It accounts in some part for the almost 
knee-jerk tendency of many Europeans 
to fasten quick blame upon the United 
States, their free .world successor, for 
any major Ills which beset the worfd. 
They have made admirable but halt­ 
ing and incomplete efforts to join hands 
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" THIRTY HOURS of this crummy moon landing on all 
the networks— it's not only 
U N C O N S TITU TIO N A L! 
It's U N AM ERICAN!" 


across national borders to create a 
competing Third World in a time dominat­ 
ed by U.S.-Soviet power. President De 
Gaulle’s myth that France was ordained 
to lead the challenge became a road­ 
block. 


Astonishingly, many Western Europe­ 
an lands came in time to enjoy incredi­ 
ble surges of prosperty which led them to 
imagine they were beginning to keep 
pace — even without the sought-after uni­ 
ty. 


But the 1968 economic crises inGreat 
Britain and France revealed the fragili­ 
ty of their foundations. In 1967 this re­ 
porter 
found considerable 
concerned 
comment among perceptive European 
businessmen on this very score. They 
found Europe lagging in technology, ener­ 
gy, imagination and sp irit.. 


The flight of Apollo 8, hailed though 
it was, dealth the last shock. The aware­ 
ness of reality spread from the few to 
the many. 


For a United States which wants warm­ 
er understanding and better practical re­ 
lations with its European allies at all 
levels, the dilemma— now in President 
Nixon’s lap — has only been magnified. 
How do you win warm-hearted help, 
or even extend help, when once-senior 
partners in Western progress see, with 
pain in their eyes, that they are mired 
in inferior status, committed to the side­ 
lines? 


Obviously, no simple expressions or 
acts of good will and friendship from a 
Nixon administration or any other can 
bridge the gulf. New, persuasive ways of 
U.S.-European partnership need tobede- 
vised, ways which enlist Europeans in the 
scientific revolution we lead and yet 
heal their crippled spirit and dispel our 
airs of superiority and condescension 
toward these proud peoples.

The new breed 


One good way to keep other people off 
your toes is to be on them yourself.

WASHINGTON - Whether in the final 
head count the anti-ballistic missile wins 
or loses by a few votes is unimpor­ 
tant alongside the great change the strug­ 
gle has worked in the Senate. It is re­ 
storing the independence and authority of 
that body. Debate is again a vital funo 
tion and not just a tired routine for 
the benefit of the record. 
Pressures are be­ 
ing applied by the 
White House and the 
Pentagon, and in a 
few 
instances they 
may be effective. But 
a spirit of independ­ 
ence in a remarkable 
__ 
crop of men elected 
\ ~ / 
last year gives the 
tfc. 
Senate a new look. 
The label is not lib­ 
eral or conservative, 
it is independent. 
True, among both Democratic and Re­ 
publican newcomers it is particularly 
the latter who make up an element of 
large promise for the future such as the 
staid old lady of Capitol Hill has not 
seen for many a year. Brooke of Mas­ 
sachusetts, Cook of Kentucky, Goodell 
of New York, Mathias of Maryland, 
Saxbe of Ohio, Schweiker of Pennsyl­ 
vania — these are senators who believe, 
in the importance of the role of the sen­ 
ator in arriving at great national deci­ 
sions. Whether they ever unite again on 
a common cause, as they are united in 
opposition to the ABM, is irrelevant. 
What counts is the kind of conviction — 
and independence — they are showing. It 
is the opposite of rubber stamp, the 
damning label that all too often fit past 
performers. 
At odds with a Republican administra­ 
tion that takes a no-compromise stand 
invoking national security, the Repub­ 
lican newcomers find strength in their 
own numbers. They are as far from 
their own leader, Sen. Everett McKinley 
Dirksen, as from the entrenched South­ 
erners who are the mainstay in Con­ 
gress of the military - industrial com­ 
plex. This is new chapter in the old 
story of the party that is hali-horse 
and halfcalligator. 
For the Nixon Administration Dirksen 
has been a disaster in the comic tradi­ 
tion. This is not to belittle his power, 
which is considerable. But he has used 
that power to crudely and obviously 
in instance after instance as to wring 
the last ounce of embarrassment and 
humiliation from those whom he crossed 
up. The corn conceals an iron determ­ 
ination to get his own way in large 
things and small. At the same time, as 
he showed in his close relationship 
with Lyndon Johnson, he is a shrewd 
bargainer who can trade off a posi­ 
tion when the price is right, as in a 
judgeship or another practical matter. 
On the Democratic side three new- 
comers — Cranston of California, Eagl^ 
ton of Missouri and Hughes of Iowa — 
are also independents. They will not be 
bound by party lines. Hughes, for the 
two terms governor of his state, is one 
of the most gifted men to sit in the 
Senate a long time. 
So great is the power of the executive 
today that the legislature has come to 
seem hardly more than an outmoded de­ 
bating society with the superfluous func­ 
tion of ratifying the decisions of the 
President. The complexities of modern 
weapons systems and the huge budgets 
of the Department of Defense frustrate 
and bewilder the elected represents 
tives of the people. They axe repeated 
ly told, as in the ABM debate, that 
they must trust the experts who under­ 
stand the intricacies of modern wes 
ponry. 
In this atmosphere it is not surpris­ 
ing that voices of doom sound the knell 
for government of the people, by the 
people, for the people. In a recent 
speech Sen. Frank Church, IMdaho, 
quoted Gibbon's 
“ Decline 
and Fall” 
to suggest a parallel between the way 
the Roman Republic was undermined with 
power concentrated In the Caesars and 
the erosion of the authority of the 
Congress. Gibbon’s majestic words roll­ 
ed out in the half-empty Senate chamber 
with a sibylline sound: 
“ It was on the dignity of the Senate 
that Augustus and his successors found- 
ed their new empire . . . in the ad­ 
ministration of their own powers they 
frequently consulted the great National 
Council and seemed to refer to its dt* 


cisions the most important concerns of 
peace and war . . . The masters of the 
Roman world surrounded their throne 
with darkness, concealed their irresisti­ 
ble strength and humbly professed them­ 
selves the 
accountable ministers of 
the Senate whose supreme decrees they 
dictated and obeyed , . . Augustus was 
sensible that mankind is governed by 
names; nor was he deceived in his ex­ 
pectation that the Senate and the people 
would submit to slavery, provided they 
were respectfully assured that they still 
enjoyed their ancient freedom.’’ 
The parallels are not hard to draw 
— the inroads of inflation, urban rot, 
the slaves revolt as the legions fight 
on the marches of civilization to pre­ 
serve the empire, the corruption of mor- 


als and manners, the rise of crime and 
violence. But if the Senate is in any 
way a touchstone the evidence is to the 
contrary. In the view of this observer 
the new men, together with the veter­ 
ans, are a body as distinguished and as 
resolute as the Senate has ever seen. 
Cooper of Kentucky, Case of New Jer­ 
sey, Gore of Tennessee, Margaret Chase 
Smith of Maine, Fulbright of Arkansas, 
Williams of Delaware, Tydings of Mary­ 
land, Aiken of Vermont, Muskie of Maine, 
Symington of Missouri, Scott of Pennsyl­ 
vania — these are some of the names 
on a long roster.
